Rape: Motive, Defense and the Law

Ms. Ellen King of Sex Crimes 
Analysis Unit gave a brief, use¬ 
ful talk on the subject of rape 
March 11 in the girls’ gym. 

Rape is performance by a 
man of sexual intercourse with 
a woman without her consent 
through force, the threat of 
force, or through fraud. 

Ms. King noted, “The sex of¬ 
fender is usually mentally dis¬ 
turbed and has a woman-hate 
complex.” Such attitudes are 
often derived from childhood ex¬ 
periences in which a young boy 
was rejected or humiliated by 
women and subjected to some 
physical punishment excessive for 
the boy’s misbehavior. In com¬ 
mitting the violent act of rape, 
the offender does not see basic¬ 
ally the individual woman he at¬ 
tacks, but the single physical em¬ 
bodiment of that group—women 
—which inflicted such pain upon 
him. Though the offender will 
attack any woman of any age, 
he usually chooses those of his 
own race. 

Sex offenders invariably come 
from a family in which violence 
is frequent between parents or 
between parents and children. A 
majority of them are married 
and living with their spouse. 

Since it is a crime of violence, 
rape intrudes upon the will as 
well as the physical person. De- 
viational rape is a form of sad¬ 
ism in which the man achieves 


sensitive, the groin. But, the 
victim must not have second 
thoughts about fighting, for the 
assailant may become more vio¬ 
lent and be moved to kill. Hav¬ 
ing stunned the attacker, the vic¬ 
tim should take advantage of 
that time during which he is 
unaware and run. Talking the 
attacker out of the crime is still 
another means of self-defense. 
Another good weapon is a roll 
of pennies or dimes, which would 
have the same effect as brass 
knuckles when held in a fist. 

The Court System 

In order to report this offense, 
the victim must be medically 
examined and must note all the 
injuries to the doctor as soon 
as possible, preferably in the 
accompaniment of a police offi¬ 
cer. Also, in this way, pregnancy 
or V.D. can be detected early. 
The victim must inform the 
police of the exact details of the 
attack. It is also suggested that 
the victim neither wash nor dis¬ 
pose of clothing which may 
later serve as evidence and per¬ 
haps help identify the assailant. 

In consideration and treatment 
of the crime of rape the Police 
Department is a changing or¬ 
ganization while the court sys¬ 
tem is still a battle. Embarrass¬ 
ing report procedures and fre¬ 
quent courtroom humiliation for 
the victim have deterred the re¬ 
port of many rape cases.

Many students and teachers at 
Bushwick High School have the 
misconception that Mr. Stern’s 
Family Living Class is simply 
another sex education course. 
More than informative, the class 
includes peer counseling and 
tries to effect a greater self 
awareness socially and sexually. 

A higher incidence of V.D. 
and unwanted pregnancies 
among our students indicated a 
need for such a course and pro¬ 
gram in our curriculum. Based 
on the idea that these problems 
could be better handled or 
avoided through proper dissem¬ 
ination of information, the 
Family Living Class came to in¬ 
clude sex education. 

Mr. Stern notes how well his 
class members are trained, “They 
can handle situations, are able 
to give information and alter¬ 
native choices without being 
judgmental. Our major problem 
is the room situation. It’s abom¬ 
inable.” A location in 107P is 
uncomfortable and may even 
stop many from attending ses¬ 
sions. The only contact the 
group makes with non-class 
members is through announce¬ 
ments to official classes. 

Family Living includes the 
regular trained class members 
but is open to anyone who 
wishes to attend at anytime. It 
is a place where individuals can 
go to feel free to express their 
feelings and discuss problems 


with counselors their own age. 

Mildred Lee (8-5) has found 
her own training and counseling 
others rewarding, explaining, 
“It’s helped me not only with 
other people but with myself.” 

Norma Laboy (8-7) concen¬ 
trates on the non-English speak¬ 
ing population at Bushwick. She 
makes the rounds of ESL 
classes, informing them about 
Family Living curriculum and 
activities. For Norma, “It has 
been the most beautiful experi¬ 
ence that I have had in school 
since I am dealing with stu¬ 
dents my age.” 

While the Family Living Class 
feels that it has made a start 
in training and informing, the 
members are disappointed that 
not many take advantage of what 
they offer. 

Most recently, Mr. Stern and 
Family Living sponsored an in¬ 
formative lecture on the crime 
of rape, which was held in the 
gym and open to many classes. 
The Senior Assembly viewed a 
play on venereal disease also 
sponsored by this class.

student is allowed to work indi¬ 
vidually to perfect his own skills.

I agree that the 
materials provided in the skills 
classes were insufficient to ac¬ 
complish the goals stated above. 
This situation is in the process 
of being rectified; many new 
materials on a wide range of 
reading levels have been ordered 
for these classes. Some of these 
materials have already arrived 
and are in current use; others 
are arriving and will be in use 
by the end of this term or the 
beginning of next term. 

In conclusion, I should like 
to thank Mr. Bosco for not 
being afraid to express his 
opinion. I hope I have been 
able to answer some of the ques¬ 
tions he had concerning the Col¬ 
lege Bound Skills classes. I 
hope that he and the other stu¬ 
dents in the program will continue 
to let us know how they feel 
about the skills classes so we 
can continue to improve them 
to meet the needs of our stu¬ 
dents.
